One of the most domin¬ 
ating runs in Canadian 
sport could reach new 
heights this weekend in 
Halifax. 

The Carleton Ravens, 
no stranger to basketball 
fans in this city over the 
past decade, are once again 
the headliners at the Final 
8 Canadian Interuniver¬ 
sity Sport men’s basketball 
championship at the Metro 
Centre. 

Not only are they the 
top-ranked team, they’re 
chasing their eighth nation¬ 
al title in the past 10 years, 
a mark that would tie the 
Victoria Vikes for the most 
in CIS history. 

It’s a piece of history 
Carleton doesn’t take light¬ 
ly. 


“It would be pretty cool 
— eight national champion¬ 
ships is something that 
not many people can say 
they were a part of,” said 
fifth-year guard Elliot 
Thompson, a Fredericton 
native and the lone Mari- 
timer on Carleton’s roster. 

“I think our guys do 
think about that. It’s not 
our main focus, but it would 
be cool.” 

Carleton, which host¬ 
ed the Final 8 from 2008 
through 2010 and will get it 
back in 2013 and 2014, has 
captured six consecutive 
championships at the Metro 
Centre dating back to 2003, 
a run of 18 straight non¬ 
consolation wins. 

The Ravens, who face 
the eighth-seeded Acadia 
Axemen in Friday’s quarter¬ 
finals at 2:15 p.m., might be 
bringing their best team yet 
to Halifax. 

With five starters back 
from last year’s Final 8 
champion, they’re un¬ 
defeated in 33 games 
against CIS competition this 
season with an unheard-of 
38.6-point average margin 
of victory.

Big help to Dalhousie University negotiations 



Dalhousie University 


The province handed Dal¬ 
housie University a major 
break Thursday to possibly 
avoid two strikes. 

Administration is cur¬ 
rently negotiating with the 
Dalhousie faculty asso¬ 
ciation, which represents 
870 faculty, professional 
librarians, psychologists 
and counsellors, as well as 
NSGEU Local 77, a union 
representing 846 support 
staff. 

Key in both negotiations 
is the pension plan. Admin¬ 
istration wanted to switch 
to a jointly-sponsored pro¬ 
gram because legislation 
ties solvency relief to only 
those kinds of plans, but 


the province changed the 
rules Thursday. 

“The solvency deficit 
amounted to about $50 mil¬ 
lion a year ... Now they can 
get that exemption, save 
that $50 million without 
requiring us to change our 
pension plan governance 
structure,” said Anthony 
Stewart, Dalhousie faculty 
association president. 

Since the province has 
made university plans 
exempt from the solvency 
test, they won’t have to pay 
that $50 million into the 
plan, but they’ll still have 
to meet a longer term test. 

“It was considered for 
some time,” said Barbara 


Jones-Gordon, executive 
director of conciliation 
services for the province. 

“It was considered import¬ 
ant to let Dal plan spon¬ 
sors know so they could 
consider it as they’re going 
forward.” 

The talks at Dalhousie 
aren’t over, but Stewart 
said the change will help. 

“We’re much better off 
in terms of trying to get a 
deal,” he said. 

JoanJessome, NSGEU 
president, said she expects 
a call back to the table 
soon. 

“It could resolve the con¬ 
tract,” she said. “But we’re 
not sure if the solvency is

About 30 people, both 
men and women, protested 
under the watchful eyes 
of Q104 employees, who 
looked down upon the 
protest from the top floor 
windows of their office on 
Kempt Road. 

“Czech your privilege,” 
“My gender is not a cur¬ 
rency” and “End your 
show” were just of a few 
of the signs that protesters 
waved around a small patch 
of grass at intersection at 
Kempt and Lady Hammond 
Roads. 


On sex trafficking claims 


“If we had discovered in 
our diligence that there 
was any connection 
between what we’re do¬ 
ing and any kind of sex 
trafficking, we would 
have pulled the contest 
immediately.’’

The station’s contest — 
dubbed on the Q, website as 
a “mail-order bride” give¬ 
away — closed Thursday, 
which also happened to be 
International Women’s Day. 

Winners of the contest 
will fly to Prague, where 
they will participate in 
four pre-planned dates 
through the Flying Hearts 
International Dating Ser¬ 
vice, which, according to 
its website, gives men the 
opportunity to “meet many 
beautiful, educated and de¬ 
voted Czech and Eastern 
European women ... for 
friendship, long-term rela¬ 
tionship and marriage.” 

Derrick Dixon, an organ¬ 
izer of the protest, said the 
contest is sexist and wants 
the station to cancel it. 


“It really saddens me 
that they are doing this,” he 
said amongst the bustle. “It 
saddens me that it has come 
to this point where we’re 
actually out here yelling at 
them to stop it.” 

The protesters hailed 


a number of supportive 
honks from vehicles pass¬ 
ing through. 

But the station isn’t 
making any apologies. J.C. 
Douglas, Q104’s program 
director, said that “while 
we welcome the publicity” 


he doesn’t understand why 
the station is being associ¬ 
ated with sex trafficking. 

“There’s a difference 
between sexy and sex¬ 
ism,” said Douglas. “The 
responses I’ve had from 
people in the Czech Repub¬ 


lic ... they seem perplexed at 
the attitude in Canada that 
the Czech Republic is some 
third-world nation where 
they can’t even have a rep¬ 
utable online dating service 
without it being connected 
to this grimy underworld.” 



MP finds women’s-ri^hts cause in 
shock-jock radio, incites ovation 


Halifax MP Megan Leslie has 
got thousands of hits on You¬ 
Tube for her House of Com¬ 
mons statement denouncing 
Q104’s controversial the Male 
is in the Czech contest. 

Speaking before the House 
in Ottawa on Wednesday, Les¬ 
lie said that Q104 is “using 
damaging ideas about foreign 
women’s sexuality to titillate 
Canadian listeners.” 

“Who would have thought 
that in 2012 women would 


be able to run for election, 
have successful careers and be 
given away as prizes in radio 
morning contests,” she said, 
prompting a male voice to yell 
out “shame.” 

“As a woman, I am furi¬ 
ous.” 

Her statement prompted 
a standing ovation from the 
MPs around her, and garnered 
a flurry of national attention. 

Social media was also 
abuzz with praise and perse¬ 


cution for Leslie’s remarks. 

“Well done Megan. Q104 is 
the worst man,” @pryan2112 
wrote on Twitter. 

Meanwhile, @MrSteveSher- 
wood wrote, “Too bad she 
didn’t do any research on 
what the contest really is. 
Megan Leslie is totally wrong. 
Foolish statement.” 

Q104 has continuously de¬ 
fended the contest and even 
posted the video of Leslie’s 
statement on their website 


with the tagline, “Yikes!! 
Megan ... it’s just a little bit of 
fun!!” 

J.C. Douglas, the sta¬ 
tion’s program director, said 
the contest offers four pre¬ 
planned dates “that could 
potentially lead to marriage” 
with women that have signed 
up for the Flying Hearts dat¬ 
ing service. He said he never 
imagined the station would be 
accused of sex trafficking.

Wins by insiders within 
range, but should be watched 


Reviews of the Atlantic Lot¬ 
tery Corp. have found the 
number of winners with some 
tie to the Crown company is 
within a natural range, but 
one warns that certain wins 
could require more scrutiny. 

The reviews also found that 
Atlantic Lottery uses proper 
controls to mitigate the risk of 
insider wins. 

But one of the reports by 
a statistical-analysis professor 
said the corporation should 
keep a close eye on the rate of 
wins of at least $25,000 by so- 
called non-arm’s-length play¬ 
ers. 

Those are defined as people 
who sell lottery tickets, work 
for the corporation or are re¬ 
lated to or live with people 
who have performed either of 
those jobs in the past year. 

Jacques Allard cited a jump 
in the number of $25,000-plus 
wins by such players to 48 in 
2010-2011 from around 30 be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2010. 

“(That) is within the range 
of natural variation expected, 
but near the upper limit of this 
range,” he wrote in the report 
released Thursday. 

“We recommend that close 
attention be given to the num¬ 
ber of $25,000-plus (non-arm’s- 
length) wins for the next 12 
months. If the number does 
not decrease, as would be 
expected from random vari¬ 



ability, further investigation 
would be required.” 

Larry Doherty, Atlantic 
Lottery’s vice-president of fi¬ 
nance and risk management, 
wouldn’t say how many non¬ 
arm’s-length winners of more 
than $25,000 they’ve recorded 
in this fiscal year so far. 

“We’re still reviewing 
that process,” he said. “We 
are tracking them, but until 
there’s official analysis I think 
it would be premature to 
comment.”

Imperial Oil. Premier

Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
province is sending the 
wrong message by extending 
a tax break to a multibillion- 
dollar oil company. 

Kelly said Thursday that 
Imperial Oil and its parent 
company, ExxonMobil, can af¬ 
ford to pay their full share of 
municipal commercial taxes 


for its Dartmouth refinery. 

“It is somewhat problem¬ 
atic as to why there’s pref¬ 
erential treatment given to 
one sector over another,” said 
Kelly. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment revealed on Wednesday 
it will continue a five-year tax 
break for the refinery. Under 
the agreement, Imperial Oil 
will pay $41 per barrel — re¬ 
sulting in a $ 3.6-million bill 
to HRM annually, with two 
$225,000 direct payments in 
April 2012 and 2014. 

Based on the municipal as¬ 
sessment, the refineiy should 
be paying $7.1 million a year. 
That means the provincial de¬ 
cision will result in $17.5 mil¬ 
lion less coming into munici¬ 
pal coffers over the five-year 


life of the deal. 

Kelly said there’s also the 
issue of the municipality con¬ 
trolling its own tax regime. 

Premier Darrell Dexter de¬ 
fended the deal on Thursday, 
saying the province can’t af¬ 
ford to lose its last refinery. 

“It is a refinery that is 
under a great deal of stress in 
terms of its continued oper¬ 
ation,” Dexter told reporters. 

“We used to have three re¬ 
fineries in this province. Now 
we have one. I don’t think 


anybody would want to see 
us lose our last refinery.” 

Dexter said losing the re¬ 
finery could lead to a higher 
cost at the pumps for Nova 
Scotians. The premier could 
provide no evidence of this, 
but said he was basing his 
position on comments made 
by industry analysts in the 
press. 

“Without that refinery, 
it’s very likely that (people) 
would pay higher prices (for 
gas),” Dexter said.

Farm. Salmon virus no 
cause for concern: Minister 


The outbreak of a salmon 
virus at a fish farm in south¬ 
western Nova Scotia is be¬ 
ing closely monitored, but 
it is just part of a “normal 
business day,” the prov¬ 
ince’s fisheries minister 
said Thursday. 

Sterling Belliveau stress¬ 
es there is no threat to hu¬ 
man health and early detec¬ 
tion and monitoring will 
help stop the spread of the 
disease, known as infec¬ 
tious salmon anemia. 

“These particular inci¬ 
dents are being managed 
in an appropriate fashion,” 
Belliveau said after a cab¬ 
inet meeting in Halifax. 

“There’s no effect on the 
traditional fishing indus¬ 
try.... I can reassure you, 
based on the scientific in¬ 
formation, that there’s no 
effect on the lobster indus¬ 
try. Human health is not in 
question. 

“This is part of life.” 

On Wednesday, a spokes¬ 
woman for Cooke Aqua¬ 
culture of New Brunswick 
confirmed the virus was dis¬ 
covered at the company’s 
operation in Nova Scotia’s 
Shelburne Harbour. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency says the 
virus does not threaten food

safety, but it can kill up to 
90 per cent of infected At¬ 
lantic salmon, depending 
on the strain.

Appeal Lawyer says 
Crown waited 11 years 
before taking action 


The defence for a Nova Scotia 
man who successfully appealed 
sexual abuse convictions says 
Canada’s top court should up¬ 
hold that decision because the 
Crown hasn’t explained why 
there were delays in extradit¬ 
ing him from India. 

Ernest Fenwick Macintosh 
was convicted by the Supreme 
Court of Nova Scotia in 2010 on 
13 charges of indecent assault 
and gross indecency, almost 15 
years after allegations surfaced 
that he sexually abused boys. 

But the Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal dismissed the convic¬ 
tions late last year, arguing that 
he was not brought to trial in a 
timely manner. 

The Crown wants the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada to over¬ 
turn that decision, arguing the 
Appeal Court erred because it 
didn’t give enough weight to 
the public’s interest in having 
a trial despite the passage of 
time.

• In a brief filed with the 
Supreme Court of Canada on 
Feb. 2 , Nova Scotia's prosecu¬

ago, defence lawyer Brian 
Casey said the Crown knew 
Macintosh’s whereabouts for 
12 years and has not explained 
why it waited 11 years before 
filing an extradition from 
India. 

The lawyer contends that 
the police also failed to move 
the case along when they de¬ 
cided in 1995 not to proceed 
with charges involving one 
complainant, and then re¬ 
versed that decision in 2001.

2 dead, including 
gunman, in U.S. 
hospital shooting 

A gunman who opened 
fire after entering the 
lobby of a Pittsburgh 
psychiatric hospital on 
Thursday was armed with 
two semiautomatic hand¬ 
guns during a confronta¬ 
tion that left two people, 
including the gunman, 
dead and several others 
wounded, the mayor said. 

Pittsburgh Mayor Luke 
Ravenstahl said the man 
exchanged gunfire with 
police and was shot dead, 
but not before one other 
person was killed and 
seven hurt, apparently by 
his gunfire. One injured 
person wasn’t hurt by 
gunfire. 

The mayor stopped 
short of confirming the 
gunman was fatally shot 
by a University of Pitts¬ 
burgh police officer. But 
he confirmed “police acted 
admirably and did engage 
in gunfire.” One of the 
injured was a police officer 
who Ravenstahl said was 
grazed by a bullet. 

Neighbouring buildings 
were placed on lockdown 
for hours, police said.

Student hurt in eye during Quebec tuition-hike protests

A student demonstrator 
feared losing sight in one eye 
Thursday, feeding an atmos¬ 
phere of heightened tensions 
over Quebec’s tuition-fee 
hikes. 

There were more protests 
one day after 20-year-old 
protester Francis Grenier 
suffered a partially detached 
retina following the explo¬ 
sion of a police stun grenade 
during a demonstration 
Wednesday in downtown 
Montreal. 

Some students taunted 
police by wearing eyepatches 
in reference to Grenier. 

There were also chants and 


a variety of hand gestures, 
ranging from two-fingered 
peace signs to one-fingered 
salutes. 

“Police is everywhere, 
justice is nowhere,” some 
chanted. 

A day earlier, seven people 
were arrested during a pair 
of Montreal protests — the 
latest in a string of demon¬ 
strations by students who 
believe Quebec’s rock-bottom 
tuition rates are a basic right. 

In the main protest 
Wednesday, riot police 
armed with batons and tear 
gas charged into a group of 
demonstrators who were 


blocking access to a public 
building. Protesters pelted 
the helmeted officers with 
snowballs. 

The ambulance service 
initially reported Wednes¬ 
day that it had treated four 
people — including a police 
officer — for only minor in¬ 
juries. But Jeanne Reynolds, 
a spokeswoman for one of 
the student groups, described 
Grenier’s injury as serious. 

“We don’t know yet 
whether he will lose his eye¬ 
sight or not,” Reynolds said. 
“He’s in bad shape, so he’s 
resting right now.”

A federal public servant 
charged massages as office sup¬ 
plies, put in for bogus expenses, 
took home flat-screen TVs paid 
for with office funds and used 
a government car as a personal 
vehicle, all while bullying and 
browbeating underlings. 

These are among the find¬ 
ings of a damning report tabled 
Thursday by Public Sector Integ¬ 
rity Commissioner Mario Dion. 

The case involves a western 
regional manager in Human Re¬ 
sources and Skills Development 
who is not otherwise identified. 

Dion said lax policies al¬ 
lowed the manager to divert 
government equipment to 
a personal business, claim 
phoney expenses and cut 
sweetheart deals for family and 
friends, while continuing to ter¬ 
rorize staff. 

The manager also ignored 
rules about confidentiality and 
disclosed personal information

The manager, who had been in 
the job for nine years, left the 
government during Dion’s 2010 
investigation, although the 
report doesn't say whether the 
bureaucrat was fired or quit.

Aung San Suu Kyi used Thurs¬ 
day’s visit of Foreign Affairs 
Minister John Baird to fire an¬ 
other round in her long fight 
for freedom — she warned of 
voter fraud threatening Myan¬ 
mar’s coming landmark elec¬ 
tions. 

With a steely resolve, the 
celebrated Nobel laureate 
warned that bogus voters’ lists 
are threatening her country’s 
tough road to democratic free¬ 
dom. Baird, latest in a long 
line of international visitors, 
readily agreed. 

The revelation added grav¬ 
ity to Baird’s historic visit 
to Myanmar, also known as 


Burma, where he personally 
conferred honorary Canadian 
citizenship on Suu Kyi. 

Emerging from nearly an 
hour of talks at her lakeside 
Yangon residence, where she 
has served 15 of the last 23 
years under arrest, Suu Kyi 
disclosed the new threat to 
her historic campaign. 

“We have just discovered 
there are many, many irregu¬ 
larities on the voters’ lists and 
we have applied to the elec¬ 
tion commission to do some¬ 
thing about this,” Suu Kyi said, 
standing next to Baird on the 
back porch of her scenic sanc¬ 
tuary. 


“A lot of dead people seem 
to be prepared to vote on the 
first of April. We can’t have 
that, can we? And other things 
like that.” 

Baird’s meeting with Suu 
Kyi capped a whirlwind day of 
travel on a visit to one of the 
world’s international pariah 
states. Though he expressed 
optimism after meeting My¬ 
anmar’s reform-minded lead¬ 
ers earlier in the day, the 
high-flying Canadian minister 
was clearly grounded after his 
meeting with one of world’s 
most celebrated champions of 
freedom.

“There are only 
a few people there who 
don’t want to leave. 

Many have lived there 
for generations.” 

And the accident 
caused rifts in local 
families. “Young people 
didn’t believe the 
government’s claims 
that it was safe to stay,” 
explains Knoth. 

“They wanted to 
leave, but that caused 
conflicts because 
Japanese families act col¬ 
lectively.” 

Kenta Sato, a young 
Tweeter who worked for 
his father’s company, 
quit his job and moved 
to Fulcushima City. Now 
he lives on his savings, 
with no job prospects in

One year ago, an earthquake 
struck the waters off Fuku¬ 
shima, a quiet city in central 
Japan. The 8.9 tremor caused 
a tsunami, which hit the 
city’s nuclear power plant. 
Within minutes, three of the 
plant’s reactors overheated 
and released clouds of radio¬ 
activity. 

“I was at home on my 
farm,” recalls Tatsulco 
Ogawara, an organic farmer 
who lives 40 kilometres 
from the reactor. “A geiger 
counter we bought 26 years 
ago showed radiation levels 
30 times higher than nor¬ 
mal. When this happened, I 
wanted to evacuate to west¬ 
ern Japan with my children.

However, I respected the 
decision our children made 
and decided to remain in our 
home.” 

One year later, Ogawara 
remains at her family farm 
— but the Fukushima region 
has changed. The 20-lcilo- 
metre exclusion zone around 
the plant is a Chernobyl-like 
landscape inhabited only by 
animals. 

“And a 13,000 square kilo¬ 
metre area is still contamin¬ 
ated above the international 
limit, ” says Jan Beranelc, 
a nuclear expert at Green¬ 
peace, who has measured the 
area’s radioactivity. 



The effects of the earthquake, 
tsunami and accident reached Tokyo. 


“It will take three decades 
before the radioactive iso¬ 
topes are broken down. Until 
then, the Fukushima region 
is a ticking time bomb. The 
contaminated water is es¬ 
pecially dangerous, since it 


could leak and contaminate 
reservoirs.” 

For Ogawara, the radio¬ 
activity is a constant con¬ 
cern: “We have lost many 
customers due to radiation 
fears. And I’m very worried 
about the health of my chil¬ 
dren.” 

The Ogawaras’ oldest 
daughter has already left Fu¬ 
kushima. 

In fact, while authorities 
and TEPCO, the nuclear 
plant’s operator, quickly re¬ 
paired the broken reactors, 
surprisingly little attention 
has been paid to the health of 
the area’s residents. 

Says Ogawara: “Decontam¬ 
ination has become a busi¬ 
ness and there is big money 
moving around, but this 
money isn’t going into the 
community, it is going into 
big business.” 

Tepco could not be 
reached for comment. 

But Fukushima has 
changed Japan. The govern¬ 
ment plans to phase out the 
country’s nuclear reactors.

In the YouTube video, Hus¬ 
ameddine seemed to address

been killed since the uprising 
began. 

“You have inflicted on 
those you claim are your 
people a full year of sorrow 
and sadness, denied them 
their basic rights to life and 
humanity and pushed the 
country to the edge of the 
abyss,” said Husameddine.

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‘We did the best we could’ officer testifies 


Rafferty trial. 

Emotional officer 
describes desperate 
police effort to find 
missing 8-year-old 


A huge contingent of police of¬ 
ficers worked flat out for up to 
20 hours a day over six weeks 
in hopes of finding eight-year- 
old Victoria Stafford alive, so 
it was a crushing blow when 


a young woman confessed the 
girl was dead, a court in Lon¬ 
don, Ont., heard Thursday 
Tori was supposed to have 
walked with her brother from 
school to their mom’s new 
home on April 8, 2009, but a 
few minutes after the dismiss¬ 
al bell rang, the 10-year-old 
couldn’t find her. 

The boy rode around the 
neighbourhood on a bicycle 
looking for her, court heard. 

By then, Tori was already 
being driven from her school 


in Woodstock, Ont., Michael 
Rafferty and his girlfriend 
Terri-Lynne McClintic, then 18, 
the Crown alleges. 

From April 8 until McClint¬ 
ic confessed on May 19, police 
held out hope Tori was alive 
somewhere. 

“The investigation went 
from an abduction investiga¬ 
tion to a homicide investiga¬ 
tion,” Det. Const. Sean Kelly 
testified, his voice trembling 
with emotion. 

“It was quite significant and 


it had... a pretty big impact.” 

Kelly choked up and had 
difficulty speaking, so he 
paused, staring at the ceiling 
and frying to blink away tears. 

“I’m good,” he said eventu¬ 
ally “We’ll continue.” 

Woodstock police called in 
Ontario Provincial Police after 
about a week, and for those 
first several days in particu¬ 
lar, “overwhelmed” officers 
worked 16 to 20 hours a day, 
Kelly testified. 

“We did the best that we 



could,” he said. 

Kelly was the last witness to 
testify this week at Rafferty’s 
trial. 

Rafferty, 31, has pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm and kidnapping. 

McClintic pleaded guilty 
in April 2010 to first-degree 
murder and is serving a life 
sentence. She is set to take the 
stand when Rafferty’s trial re¬ 
sumes on Tuesday.

Pte. Chad Horn loved ani¬ 
mals. 

Even amid the uncer¬ 
tainty and horror of combat 
in Afghanistan, the Calgary 
native found comfort in car¬ 
ing for creatures smaller 
than him. 

“He was always trading 
food with other soldiers,” re¬ 
called Cpl. Wade Taylor, who 
served alongside Horn in the 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry battle group. 
“We would sit by the gate of 
our forward operating base 
and animals would come by 
and we would feed them.” 

Stationed in the Zhari dis¬ 
trict of Afghanistan’s often- 
volatile Kandahar province, 
Taylor and his comrades 
watched curiously as one 
particular cat took a liking 
to the daily feedings. 

Although female and 
clearly pregnant, she quick¬ 


ly became known as Scuba 
Steve. 

Horn took a particular 
liking to her. Back at home, 
his mother, Anita Bowes, 
knew little of his relation¬ 
ship with Scuba but was not 
surprised to find out later 
when going over his field 
notes. 

“Animals were such a 
huge part of who he was,” 
she said. 

Sadly, Horn never got a 
chance to pursue such a ca¬ 
reer. On their last patrol out 
of the Zhari base, his group 
was ambushed by dozens of 
Taliban fighters. Horn, less 
than two weeks away from 
returning home, was killed 
along with Cpls. Andrew 
Grenon and Mike Seggie. 
Five others were wounded. 

Upon returning home, 
Taylor uncovered some 
photos of Horn and Scuba. 
One particular image caught 
the eye of Calgarian Dave 
Murphy, who runs numer¬ 
ous military-support cam¬ 
paigns through his online 
initiative, Thank A Soldier. 

Murphy enlisted the 
help of Ontario artist Sarah 
Blanche, who is herself a 
military wife, and she re¬ 
cently completed a drawing 
of Horn and Scuba.

Job market looking grim for Canadian youth 


Regardless how many jobs 
were created last month, one 
group of Canadians is almost 
certain to have fared badly — 
youth. 

The consensus ahead of 
Statistics Canada’s jobs re¬ 
port Friday morning was 
that 15,000 jobs were created 
countrywide in February, an 
indication of positive if mod¬ 
est economic growth. 

But if employment surveys 
of the past few years are any 
guide, Canadians aged be¬ 
tween 15 and 24 will be at a 
disadvantage. 

The recession may be 


over for most Canadians, but 
workers or want-to-be work¬ 
ers in the youngest age group 
tracked by Statistics Canada 
continue to experience the 
economy as if the recovery had 
never happened, or as if it were 
still 2008. And the younger you 
are in the age group, the bleak¬ 
er the picture. 

The finding was thrown 
into dramatic light Thursday in 
a paper from TD Bank econo¬ 
mist Francis Fong, who points 
out that employment in the 
age grouping is still 250,000 
below pre-recession levels. 

By contrast, all other age 


groups have more than re¬ 
covered from the overall 
430,000 job loses of the 2008- 
09 slump. Workers 25 and 
above are more than 400,000 
jobs to the good. 

“Canadian youth are not 
facing the terrible prospects 
of their counterparts in Eur¬ 
ope and the U.S.,” says Fong. 
“Nevertheless, it is clearly evi¬ 
dent that Canadian youth are 
facing an uphill battle, which 
will persist for some time.” 

Historically, younger work¬ 
ers are hit hardest by reces¬ 
sions. Fong points out the age 
group actually took greater 


losses during the 1990-92 and 
1981-82 slumps. 

Nevertheless, Fong believes 
today’s youth are facing some 
challenges unique to the times. 

Unlike in the 1990s, many 
older Canadians are unretir¬ 
ing because either they need 
to or they simply want to 
work given that they are in 
better health and likely to live 
longer. 

Almost as difficult for 
youth, said Fong, is that the 
legacy of the recession can last 
for years. 

Two separate studies, one 
in Canada and one from the 


United States, show that a 
one-percentage-point decline 
in the unemployment rate can 
result in six to seven per cent 
average decline in the initial 
wage for a youthful worker, 
and that it can take anywhere 
from 10 to 15 years to close 
the gap. 

“When jobs are not abun¬ 
dant, graduating students 
wind up taking lesser jobs,” 
Fong said. “It might take sev¬ 
eral years to find a job in the 
industry of choice and a lot 
longer to claw back what 
was lost in terms of wages.”

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Research team creates world’s 
first full image of the Titanic 



Titanic. The doomed 
ship has been mapped 
for the very first time 
using thousands 
of photos taken 
underwater 


An expedition team using so¬ 
nar imaging and robots has 
created what’s believed to be 
the first comprehensive map 
of the entire Titanic wreck site. 

The map shows where hun¬ 
dreds of objects and pieces of 
the ship landed, and provides 
new evidence on what hap¬ 
pened when the supposedly 
unsinkable ship violently 
ripped apart on its maiden voy¬ 
age 100 years ago. 

Marks on the muddy ocean 
bottom suggest, for instance, 
that the stem rotated like a 
helicopter blade as the ship 
sank, rather than plunging 
straight down, researchers 
told The Associated Press in an 
interview this week. 

The expedition team used 
sonar imaging and more than 
100,000 photos taken from 


underwater robots to create 
the map, which shows where 
hundreds of objects and pieces 
of the presumed-unsinkable 
vessel landed after striking 
an iceberg, killing more than 
1,500 people. 

The mapping took place 


during a 2010 scientific exped¬ 
ition to the wreck site. 

The Histoiy channel is air¬ 
ing a documentary on the ex¬ 
pedition and the map on April 
15. That’s the anniversaiy of 
the sinking. 

Explorers of the Titanic 


— which sank on its maiden 
voyage from Southampton, 
England, to New York City — 
have known for more than 25 
years where the bow and stem 
landed after the vessel struck 
an iceberg.

Minister urges both 
sides to return to 
the bargaining table 
despite intervention 


Federal Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt stepped in Thursday to 
prevent a work stoppage at 
Air Canada that would have 
thrown the travel plans of 
thousands of families into 
chaos at the beginning of a 
holiday week. 

“Our government’s con¬ 
cerned that the work stop¬ 
pages are going to have an 
effect both on our national 
economy and of course on the 
Canadian travelling public,” 
the minister said. 

“We all know that it’s 
March break, especially in 
Quebec, in Ontario and the 
following week after in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. And we know 
this can have an effect on Can¬ 


adian families, especially since 
this is a really peak travel sea¬ 
son.” 

Raitt sent the dispute be¬ 
tween the airline and two of 
its unions — the pilots and 
ground crew — to the Can¬ 
adian Industrial Relations 
Board to see how a work stop¬ 
page would affect the health 
and safety of Canadians. 

“ft is still a valid question to 
me, especially when it comes 
to passengers and cargo and 
that’s exactly why we’re go¬ 
ing to be sending it over to the 
CIRB,” Raitt said Thursday. 

While the board reviews 
the case, the airline cannot 
lock out its employees and the 
unions cannot start a strike. 

It is the same manoeuvre 
that Raitt used when it ap¬ 
peared Air Canada’s flight at¬ 
tendants would go on strike 
last year, but the CIRB never 
made a decision on that mat¬ 
ter. 

Air Canada confirmed that 
there would be no disruption 


of service and its full schedule 
would remain unchanged. 

Canada’s largest airline had 
threatened earlier Thursday to 
lock its pilots out on Monday 
after they rejected the airline’s 
latest contract offer, while 


the International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers, which represents 
ground crew and mechanics, 
had set a strike deadline on 
the same day.

Solar storm could flex its muscles yet

Lucky planet 


Storm gets off to 
benign start 

One of the strongest solar 
storms in years engulfed 
Earth early Thursday, but 
scientists say the planet 
may have lucked out. 

Hours after the storm 
arrived, officials said 
there were no reports 
of problems with power 
grids, satellites or other 
technologies that are 
often disrupted by solar 
storms. But that could still 
change, the associated press 


The storm is part of the sun's 
normal li-year cycle, which is 
supposed to reach a peak next 
year. Solar storms don't harm 
people, but they do disrupt 
technology. During the last 
peak around 2002 , experts 
learned that GPS was vulner¬ 
able to solar outbursts. 

Because new technology 
has flourished since then, 
scientists could discover some 
new systems are also at risk, 
said the director of the Center 
for Integrated Space Weather 
Modeling at Boston University. 


Earth dealt a good 
solar storm, this year 

The storm could shake the 
planet’s magnetic field in 
ways that could disrupt 
technology but also spread 
colourful Northern Lights. 

Forecasters can predict 
the speed a solar storm trav¬ 
els and its strength, but the 
north-south orientation is 
the wild card. And this time. 
Earth got dealt a good card 
with a northern orientation.

A Thousand Words. 

Eddie Murphy's 
spiritual comedy 
needs some 
divine intervention 


Richard: Mark, A Thousand 
Words is billed as a comedy 
but I see it as something 
else entirely. I see it as a 
tragedy — a tragic waste of 
Eddie Murphy’s talent. 

He’s in virtually every 
scene but his wide-eyed mug¬ 
ging for the camera — there 
hasn’t been this mugging on 
screen since the first Death 
Wish movie (only movie 
geeks will get that joke) 
— isn’t funny, it’s just annoy¬ 
ing. 

What did you think? 

Mark: The movie isn’t 
funny, period. 

It has a lead foot and a 
tin ear. It felt like a middle 
period Jim Carrey movie like 


Liar, Liar or Yes Man, in which 
the main character has a 
supernaturally imposed rule 
that the comic has to follow 
that leads to some kind of 
enlightenment or personal 
growth. 

Murphy’s imposed silence 
in the movie robs him of his 
greatest gift — the gift of gab. 
So all he can do is pop his 
eyeballs and mime his lines. 
But, Richard, if the movie is 
this bad, why did it hold my 
interest? 

RC: It didn’t hold mine, but 
I would guess that you were 
responding to Murphy’s 
charisma. 

Even in terrible movies 
it’s hard to take your eyes off 
him. 

Although I have to say that 
I found this such an unpleas¬ 
ant movie-going experience 
that the loud fire alarm that 
rang intermittently in the 
theatre during the film was 
a welcome relief to what was 
happening on screen. 


At least the fire alarm had 
some element of urgency 
to it, unlike the film, which 
seemed to think that al¬ 
lowing Murphy to pull faces 
at the camera for 90 minutes 
was enough to flesh out the 
story. 

MB: Maybe it was just relief 
that he didn’t wear the fat 
suit, or the glossy art direc¬ 
tion, or the satirical pokes 
at pop spirituality. 

It has one good scene, 
where he “speaks” by using 
the prerecorded voice in vari¬ 
ous kids’ toys. 

But the abrupt turn of 
mood in the last third of the 
movie, changing from tepid 
comedy to outright mawk¬ 
ish sentimentalism made me 
squirm — big time. 

Sorry, but I don’t need a 
lesson in family values from 
a guy whose track record on 
Hollywood Boulevard speaks 
for itself. 

RC: Ha! 


Teaming up with Norbet 
director Brian Robins again, 
Eddie Murphy plays Jack 
McCall, a fast talking literary 
agent who double-crosses 
new age guru Dr. Sinja (Cliff 
Curtis) on a book deal. Soon 
after, a magical Bodhi tree 
erupts through the ground in 
Jack’s backyard. The tree will 
shed one leaf for every word 
McCall says, and after one 
thousand leaves have fallen, 
the true nature of the tree’s 
curse will be revealed.

While the release of The 
Hunger Games is still more 
than two weeks away, Acad¬ 
emy Award-winning screen¬ 
writer Simon Beaufoy is al¬ 
ready hard at work on the 
followup. In fact, he tells 
Metro, he’s just turned in 
the first draft of his adap¬ 
tation of Catching Fire to 
novelist and series creator 
Suzanne Collins. That’s got 
to make a guy a little nerv¬ 
ous. 

“I think she’s reading it 


possibly right now, the first 
draft. Could well be today,” 
he says of Collins, whose 
own background has been 
helpful in the scripting pro¬ 
cess. 

“Because Suzanne has 
been a film writer and a 
TV writer, funnily enough 
she’s already done a lot of 
adapting for me. They’ll cut 
my wage if you say that.” 

Beaufoy is no stranger 
to adaptation, with the 
Oscar-winning Slumdog 
Millionaire, 127 Hours and 
the upcoming Salmon Fish¬ 
ing in the Yemen among his 
credits. 

But taking on an install¬ 
ment of the hugely success¬ 
ful Hunger Games series 
was still daunting. 

“With this one, I had to 
be a lot more faithful also 
because there’s a fan base 
who are more than usually 
keen that you get it abso¬ 
lutely right,” he says. 

“The Hunger Games’ fan 


base are passionate beyond 
anything I’ve ever come 
across, and I would fear for 
my life [if I get it wrong]. If I 
do too free an adaptation of 
that, I shall get firebombed. 
So I’m being very careful of 
that.” 

Of course, not every¬ 
thing from a book can make 
it into a movie, so not every 
bit of Catching Fire will 
make it to the screen, which 
Beaufoy freely admits. 

But he’s cagey when it 
comes to details. “[Collins] 
just knows her audience 
brilliantly, and she’ll say 
‘That bit you just can’t cut 
out because they’ll all go 
crazy.’ And other bits she’ll 
go, ‘This is fine that you’ve 
changed this,” Beaufoy ex¬ 
plains. 

“But she really knows her 
readers. And because she’s 
been in the film world, she 
understands about adapt¬ 
ing, that things have to go 
and things have to change.”

Game Change, the bestselling

Hie depth of flavour from the 
Guinness marinade in this re¬ 
cipe is enhanced by a touch of 
rich herb and garlic cheese that 
melts on the hot steak and on¬ 
ions.
